The center of these aepirations on the [word indistinct) of the capitalist world 
ehitted from Europe to the other side of the ocean after World War II, but forces 
of thie kind continue to be active. All present U.S. policy) --diplomatic, 
military, economic policy--eseentially botle down ‘° not to creating some new 
reich then, nonetheless, to securing world hegemony for America. 


Hence the erm race whipped up by the Pentagon, which is assuming an unprecedented, 
fantastic pece. Hence, the activity of NATO--the European branch of the Washington 
general etaff. Hence, the U.S. compact with China and Japan. Hence, the State 
Department's fear of detente and ite desire to resume the cold war. 





And all thie eteme from the fact that the plan to establish American world 
hegemony is coming up againet the fact of the existence of the great power 
which barred the path of prewar German imperialiem-<the USSR with ite socialist, 
antihegemony policy. 


Of course, we do not think of maintaining that everything in the West is now 
taking the same course 46 in the firet half of the century. Not at all. A 
gre xt deal changed when the main staff of aggressive imperialism moved from 
Central Eurepe to the other side of the ocean. Above all, the tactics and 
strategy of imperialiem were updated. All ite operations are now conducted 

not under the banner of crude fasciem but under “democratic,” “liberal” flage. 
The slogans, doctrines and arguments of aggressive forces are worded differently, 
without barbarous and ecandalow formulas. The State Department is not like 

Von Ribbentrop's minietry, the Pentagon does not copy the Wehrmacht's operational 
thinking, ead the CIA does not imitate the Gestapo. Everything is done, as it 
were, in « more subtle and “civilised” manner--actually more cunningly. 


Hut the essence of what ie being done remains the same. An aggressive policy 
ie being pursued, directed entirely against the socialist countries. Thies is 
the chief historic eimilerity. 


And this is why all the Soviet proposale aimed at deepening detente go unanswered 
or are simply rejected. 





Let us turn again to history. In the thirties, when Hitler began urgent prepara- 
tions for World War II, the Soviet Union put forward a proposa) to establish 

a system of collective security in Europe--a system which, had it become the 
basis of international relations, would have prevented Germany from pouncing 

on other countries. The USSR's proposal was not accepted, nor was it even 
discussed in earnest. Instead, the Western powers sat at a table in Munich 

with Hitler and Mussolini and entered into a direct anti-Soviet compact with 
then. 


Everyone knows how thie ended. Having deceived West Europe, Hitler soon launched 
himeelf on Paria, Bruesele, Ameterdam and, very nearly, London. He was prevented 
{rom doing thie only by hie march on Moscow, which diverted the Wehrmcht's 
furces castvard. 


Do you fot hear some echo of the past here once again’? Of course, the United 
States now maintains official friendship with the powers of West Europe, and 
NATO is built on thie. But does this friendship stop it insisting on turning 
Weat Europe into the chief bridgehead of a nuclear missile war’ Insisting that 
ite allies not only exhaust themselves by paying for the arms: race but also doom 
themselves to «a nuclear disaster? 


it is becoming increasingly clear to every thinking person who follows events 
attentively that the United States has recently been gambling on the activation 
of West German revanchiem. And yet, who does not realize how this can threaten 
the FRG itself? You have only to look at a map. What will be left of the 
revanchist FRG if the United States and NATO unleash World War IiI’? If the 





lurepean continent te curned inte the chief theater of thermonuclear military 
operations’ le there any German who does not understand this’ For you cannot 
play with fire ad infinitum, Surely commonsense and simple political vision 
are not ae alien to the present ruling circles in Bonn ae they were to some 

of their predecessors’ 


How many Cimes hae it been said that the expertence of history teaches a great 
deai, a very great deal’ The annais of the forties and the chronicle of 1981 
are open before ue, We compare them, 


One thing, above all, follows from each of them: in our epoch anti-Sovietien 
ie a terrible misfortune for all mankind. It is senseless to count on success- 
ful aggression against the Soviet Union. The years 1941-1945 proved that, and 
the USSR's etrength hae increased many times over since then, and it has loyal 
aliies in the socialist community. The present chief center of aggressive 
“global” imperialiem is just as incapable of coping with the great socialist 
power ase the former center in Hitlerite Germany was. 


it te equally clear that peaceful, good-neighborly relations between the two 
social systems, a8 proposed by the Soviet Union, could lead to the start of a 
new epoch for all peoples, an epoch of stability, prosperity and progress.

BALTIC SCHOLARS PERMITTED TO ATTEND STOCKHOLM MEETING

[Text] A secret document regarding Estonia's foreign policy before the Soviet take- 
over is being presented at an international Baltic conference which is opening in 
Stockholm on Friday. The conference is unique because 34 Soviet Baltic scholars 
have received permission to participate. 


The document was found in a potato cellar in Stockholm. The cellar belonged to the 
last Estonian president, August Rei, who lived in exile in Sweden until his death 
in 1963. 


According to Evald Uustalu of the Baltic Institute, who will introduce the contents 
at the conference, the document is of great historical value. The Soviet authorities 
are expressly refusing to release all first-hand material about Estonia's time of 
independence. A considerable part of this material is still in the Soviet Union. 


August Rei was ambassador in Moscow and later became president. The document which 
he hid stems from negotiations with the parliament's Foreign Committee 1929-1934 
and 1938-1939. 





The document shows that Estonian leaders were completely aware of the fact that there 
would be no outeide help in case of Soviet aggression. lt indicates that the expec- 
tations of Germany before the Molotov-Ribbentrop Treaty certainly were based on 
German promises, plus the fact that the Estonian-Latvian military union had inherent 
weaknesses. 


Evald Uustalus' lecture is one of the few at the sixth Baltic science conference which 
touches modern politics. The aim is to observe a strict, non-controversial tone in 
consideration of maintaining continued contact with Soviet Baltic scholars. 


The organizers are encouraged by the fact that 17 Estonian, 10 Latvian and seven 
Lithuanian scholars, musicians and authors have been permitted to attend the con- 
ference. In a similar case 2 years ago, only three Soviet-Estonians were permitted 
to participate. 


It is no coincidence that the Estonians are in the majority. The Estonian-Soviet 
republic has an unprecedented privileged position because, among other reasons, of 








itn closeness to Finland, and tn Tallin they have not hesitated to exercise strong 
influence on Moscow regarding participation in Stockholm, 


Culturally and linguistically, even Lithuania has a relatively favorable position, 
History, tradition and proximity to Poland have prevented russification from going 
as far as it hae in Latvia which, according to exiled Baltics in Sweden, has the 


strictest Soviet arrangement of the Soviet republics.

Yu. ¥. Bromley, chairman of the Selentific Council on Nationality Problems under 
the Presidiumof the USUR Academy of Sciences, and academician anewered as follows :/ 


These probleme were precisely formulated at the 26th Party Congress. In his Sua- 
mary Neport to the Congrese Oomrade L. I. Breshnev for the first time allocated to 
a Separate category the problem of social-clase structure and nationality rela- 
tions in our country. And thie is not just by chance, for, of course, the Soviet 
etate 6 @ multi-national estate, and the successful solution of the problems of 
\ullding communiam ia impossible without taking nationality especifice into consi- 
jeration. 


The taske of the eclentiete proceed from this. They consist in saking a sore pro- 
found study of the urgent problems of social development, reflecting as precisely 
an possible those social processes which occur in different regions and national 
republics so that the resulte obtained can become the genuine basis for specific 
programs within the social and economic spheres. 


In order to do this, it is understanable that we aust raise the scientific level of 
research in all possible ways. We gathered here in Baku in order to share our ex- 
periences in the methodology and sethods of studying social processes and nationali- 
ty relations. 


A characterietic trait of the present conference is the fact that it is being atten- 
ded by the representatives of various scientific disciplines. Here are philoso- 
phers, soctologiate, ethnographers, historians, economists, philologists, psycho- 
logiete, ete. Because, of course, the effective and thorough study of scientific 
probleme in pomsible only as comprehensive research. it ia precisely at the junc- 
ture of selentific disciplines that the gost positive solutions and new scientific 
data often emerce.

and a nuaber of others. Furthermore, a “round table” was conducted on the se thodo- 
logical probleme of ethnosociological researon, the problem of “Bthnos and Cu! ture” 
wae discussed, as well as the problems of the development of the linguistic! pro- 
cesses. The participants in the Session got acquainted with the experience of in- 
ternational education in Baku's Party organisations and labor groupes. 


(ucstion/ /Ae far as ie known, ethnosociology is a young scientific discipline 
which hac been around for only a bit gore than 10 years. What is the subject of 
ite research, and what are its first results? 


Yu. V, Arutywnyan, chairman of the Ethnic Sociology Section of the Soviet Sociolo- 
gical Association, answered as follows:/ 


Yullan Viadimirevich has already stated that new scientific data, conclusions, and 
discoveries frequently come into being at the junctures between scientific disci- 
pliines. And ethnosociology emerged precisely at the juncture between the two sci- 
entific disciplines of ethnography and sociology. The subject of ite research, as 
is evident from the very name of this new scientific trend, is the national within 
the social and the social aspects within the framework of the national. The ethnic 
»ithin the social--these are the general social processes--urbanisation, change of 
the social structure, social mobility, migration, etc., though not in society as a 
“whole but among individual nations and ethnic groups, taking their national speci- 
fies into account. 


A second trend in ethnosociology is the study of ethnic processes, taking into ac- 
count their social conditionality, 1. e., customs, rituals, language, national spe- 
cifice in culture, national self-awareness, and national paychology in a social 
crose-section--among the urban and rural population, among the working class, the 
intelligentsia, and people of diverse professions and occupations. 


‘he most multi-faceted development of ethnosociology has occurred at the institute 
of Kthnography of the USSR Academy of Sciences, where an extensive program of re- 
search on ethnosociological processes on a nationwide scale has been developed and 
carried out. 


[euestion/ /taturally, our readers would be interested in finding out what is the 
croup of main concerns of the scholars of Azerbaijan in the development of sociolo- 
ical research, ethnosociology, and the study of nationality relations. 


. bh. Kocharli, director of the Institute of Philosophy and Law of the Azerbaijan 
Academy of Sciences and an academician, answered as follows:/ 


tecently,upon the recommendation of the Communist Party of Aserbaijan OC, a Depart- 
nent of Theoretical Problems of Nationality Relations and International Education 
war created in our institute. it has already proceeded to conduct ethnosociologi - 
cai research on the problem of “International Exchange and the internationalization 
of csocial Life under Developed Socialiam.” Sociological research on this topic has 
been conducted in the cities of Zakatali and Sumgait. 
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hie work has laid We foundation for carrying out the program of republicewide sel- 
entific researeh for 1980--1985, which ie planned to be conducted in various ethno- 
graphic sones of the republic, 


We have aleo proceeded to study the realities of international rei-tions. Such in- 
vestigations include questionnaires for young people of interrationn sarriages and 
others dealing with questions of international relations; they are being conducted 
at the present tie in Sumgait, which, since it has a rich ethnic aix of population, 
is a good laboratory in this respect. 


The holding in Daku of the All-Union Seclentific Session on Ethnosociology will un- 
doubtedly render a great deal of scientific aid in strengthening sociological re- 
nearoh in the republic, and it will assist us to sore successfully solve the prob- 
lems set forth in the decree of the JOU) Congress of the Communist Party of Aser- 
bal jan with regard to a sore profound and multi-faceted study of the socialist way 
of life of the republic's working people, ae well as the processes of the drawing 
together of the esoclaliat nations and the laprovement of international education.

[Excerpts| Comrade Deputies! 


Our bright and varied daily life and the processes now occurring ita the world are 
illuetrating the historic significance of the 26th CPSU Congress gore and sore 
fully. Continuing the strategic line of recent CPSU congresses, the 26th congress 
proposed specific solutions to the fundamental problems facing our society and our 
people at the beginning of the 1980's. Ite decisions have inepired millions of 
people to perform their work honorably and selflessly and to fight for peace, 
democracy and social progress. The statements and conclusions of the 26th CPSU 
Congress and, corsequently, the objectives set forth in the "Basic Guidelines for 
the Economic and Social Development of the USSR During 1981-1985 and During the 
Period up to 1990" have become the topic of thorough and businesslike discussion 
by the republic party ektiv and meetings and plenmums of city and rayon party aktive, 
individual party organisations and labor collectives. The decisions of the 
congress met with unanimous approvel everywhere. They have become silestones in 
the daily activity of the party, etete end each citizen. A epecific program of 
menseures has been drewn up everywhere, including the Presidium of the Lithuanian 
Supreme Soviet, aimed at the etteiament of the hietoric objectives set by the 
26th CPSU Congress and the 18th CPLi Congress. 


By pereietently implementing the decisions of the preceding CPSU congress, backed 
up by their inviolable friendship with other Soviet peoples, particularly the 
great Ruseten people, and by gutual assistance between them, working people in the 
republic have reached new heights in economic development. National income rose 
more than 10 percent in the 5 years. Almost 80 percent of the rise was due to 
heightened labor productivity. Capitel investments in the national economy 
increased by almost one-fifth, and fixed capital increased by 40 percent. The 
same proportion of capital was renewed. Despite the unfavorable climate of the 
last 3 years, the party's long-range guidelines for agricultural development vere 
followed to the letter. The output of the main agricultural products was larger 
than that of the Ninth Five-Year Plen. in general, the five-year plan for agricul- 
tural eales to the estate was fulfilled. 

















The work of republic soviets was commended at the lath CPLi Congress. The 
accountability report noted that local soviets were playing « more important 
role and had gore influence in the resolution of cultural and economic probleme. 


We are pleased to report that the soviete initiated several patriotic actions. 
For example, the Kareakishkis Soviet in Paneveshekiy Rayon initiated socialiet 
competition in honor of the 60th anniversary of the Great October Socialiat 
Revolution. The Kayshyadorekiy Rayon Soviet's appeal for a fitting tribute to 
the 26th CPSU Congress aleo evoked a .assive response in the republic. These 
initiators, who have persistently worked on the fulfillment of their obligations, 
merit genuine respect. 


Mattere do not always take shape ae planned or ae desired in 411 locations, how- 
ever. Parmwere are still trying to cope with the aftereffects of the unfavorable 
conditions of past yeare. Workere in industrial conetruction and other branches 
often encounter difficulties because we etill have not learned to strike « precise 
balance and establiah the necessary proportions, because we do not observe discip- 
line in the epheres of supply, traneportation, construction and public services. 

In some locations there was an acute manpower shortage and delays in the remodel ing 
of enterprises. This gave rise to certain disparities and the failure to satisfy 
public demand. In short, inertia, outdated methods of work and management, and 
psychological and other barriers have not been overcome everywhere as yet. The 
activities of individual soviets of people's deputies are still inconsistent with 
their objective capabilities and their assigned functions in the sphere of eco- 
nomic and social development. This applies above all to the Ignalinskiy and 
Shal'chininkskiy soviete and some other rayon sovietese and their organs. The 

scrict observance of laws and deputy professional requirements has not been ensured 
everywhere. For thie reason, we gust rouse lagging linke and branches, utilize our 
sccumulated experience and cross obstacles gore resolutely. 


The speed of positive advances is not the same everywhere; in some locations the 
beginning of the five-year plen wae not 411 thet impressive. Some 16 industrial 
associations and enterprises failed to keep up with product sales assignments for 
the firet 5 monthe, end 13 did not complete productivity sesignments. Plane for 
the production of some important industrial items, including consumer goods, vere 
not fulfilled. Some production collectives are being reorganized too slowly and 
are taking too long to eliminate shortcomings. Thie will necessitate an objective 
analyeie of the causes of these phenomens and the mobilization of forces for their 
eradication. It te the duty of the sovietse, each deputy and each citizen to search 
for internal reserves and potential for the unconditional fulfillment of party 
plane. 


We Muet Work Creatively, With «a View to the Puture 


it ie now exceptionally important to draw up and implement 4 special program to 
provide the population with foodstuff. This will be the responsibility of farmers 
and of the entire agroindustrial complex. Huge quantities of financial and 
material resources have been allocated for the development of this complex. They 
represent almost « third of all capital investments in the national economy. 
Kolkhozes and state farms will receive sizeable quantities of the most varied 
equipment. Animal husbandry will be put on an industrial basis. Each hectare of 
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land, each kilogram of fertiliser, each machine and mechaniew and each spot in « 
production factlity @uet be utilised with maximum efficiency. in this area, auch 
will depend on the creative powers of administrators and aepecialiate and on the 
professional ekill and labor enthusteaem of 411 farmers. 


Kolkhoses, sovkhoses and other etate farms will continue to represent the basis of 
our agriculture, Private subsidiary farming aleo hae « great deal of potential in 
thie area, however. An extensive program is now being drawn up for the fuller use 
of supplementary productive forces in rural areas. The CPSU Central Committee and 
USSR Counetl of Mintetere, and the CPLi Central Committee and republic Council of 
Minfietere ae well, recently adopted decrees on thie matter. Party, soviet and 
agricultural orgens have been advised to strive for the use of this reserve accord~ 
ing to plan, eo that each rural family will have an opportunity to raise ae sany 
agricultural producte a6 possible and eel) them to the state. The decrees aiso 
specify the meane of attaining thie goal and sethode of controlling this work and 
heightening the interest of farme and citizens in thie activity. It te now 
extremely important to create an atmosphere in which kolkhos members, workers, 
employees and other citizens will feel that they ere performing « big and useful 
job when they reiee their own livestock and poultry and eel) agricultural products 
to the etete. 


The present end, in perticuler, the future of rurel areas are closely connected 
with demographic patterns. They were diecussed in some detail at the congress. 
Thie matter is of considerable importance to our republic as well. Of course, we 
realize that the process of sigrating from the country to the city is 4 natural 
one, but we are seriously disturbed by the rete of thie sigration. According to 
partial data, our agriculture already needs around 50,000 sore able-bodied people. 
Each year, however, almost 5,000 people, including gany women, leave farms. During 
the last five-year plen, for example, one out of every four able-bodied women on 
farms in Shakyayekiy Rayon left. In general, the eo-called bride shortage is 
becoming increasingly ecute in rural Lithuania and ie having an indisputably nege- 
tive effect on demographic patterne. The combination of #11 thie has contributed 
to the inetability of egriculturel personnel. In particular, there ere not enough 
young people on the ferme. Moet fere workers are elderly people with « low educe- 
tional level. Thie makes it difficult to incorporate technical equipment on « 
broad ecale and to mechanize production. 





There are g@any reasons for thie. They include the sometimes difficult conditions 
of labor, the ebeence of « stenderd work day end discontent with cultural and con- 
eumer services, which do not match urban services. 


Nonetheless, we have remarkable exemples of the complete and irreversible resolu- 
tion of thie problem. in eddition to the Ritu Aushra Kolkhos in Kedaynekiy Rayon, 
the Zapiehkis Kolkhos in Keunesekiy Rayon, the Eriehkyay Kolkhos in Paneverhekiy 
Rayon, the Sovkhoe iment EXV S"yerds EPSS in Shilutekiy Rayon and the Sovkhor iment 
Michurin in Yurberkekiy Rayon, which ere widely renowned, new farms with « stable 
labor force come to our attention each year--faerme where sew families are started 
and the supply of manpower ie quite sufficient. When young people greduate from 
secondary echool, they choose their perente' profession and become the nucleus of 

4 oew rure)l settlement. The permanent commissions of the Supreme Soviet regularly 
study these espects of social development. For exemple, the Agricultural Commission 
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analyted the work of the loniehkekiy Rayon Soviet end its organs in the training of 
shilled personnel for agricultural production and in the provision of farme with 
manpower. The deputies etreseed the need for further laprovement in the vocational 
guidance of secondary echool youth eo that production specialties are chosen by ae 
many young boys and girlie ae possible. Farms muet make gore vigorous use of their 
right to send young boye and girls to higher educational inetitutions. They must 
give secondary specialized academic inetitutions more assistance in the formation 
of a student body. After all, these schools are the main training center for 
workers and engineers. A review of the situation hae confirmed the fact that pro- 
duction and demographic probleme are solved more successfully wherever farm managers 
give daily attention to the satisfaction of production and social needs. Mothers 
and children @uet be surrounded by thorough concern and vareth. It is not surp- 
rising that the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Counci!l of Ministers 
“On Measures To Increase State Aid to Pamilies With Children” aroused so auch 
interest. 


The example eet by Pasvalie workers, who hope to open kindergartens and nursery 
schoole on each farm during the current five-year ples, te worthy of praise and 
emulation. This will involve aany women in social production and will establish 
favorable conditions for their recreation, education and growth. Thies initiative 
deserves the gost enthusiastic support. Thie te aleo the practice in many other 
locations. 





The shortage of skilled machine oj, °ratore is a pressing problem. This is why we 
have barely 95 tractor operators for each 100 tractors on republic farms, and in 
euch rayons ae Kupiehkekiy, Moletekiy, Radviiiehkekiy and Akmyaenskiy one out of 
every ten tractors hae no operator. There is a shortage of specialists on aniaal 
husbandry farme. 


This has occurred because young specialists often leave farms before they have 
completed their aesigned tour of duty. 


Tt is equally teportent to etudy the reasons why young people on some farms, 
including epecteliete, are eager to take part in the work and adapt quickly to 
the collective, while the rate of personnel turnover is so high on other farms. 


The time hee aleo come for « comprehensive investigation of the training and use 
of epectaliete in 411 branches of the national economy. After all, it is not 
normal to #@e agronomiete, sootechnicians, philologists, historians, natural ecten- 
tiete and representatives of other specialties in jobs totally unrelated to their 
epectalty. We eee them operating gsachine toole at industrial enterprises, perfore- 
ing consumer services end standing behind store counters. Consequentiy, on the 
one hand we must improve vocational guidance and, on the other, we guet create «4 
favorable microclimate to keep young epecialisete on the farms. 


Young people gust aleo take « sore responsible approech to the choice of 4 career. 
The state epende « great desl on their training. This is why it is so important 
that each individual feel « sense of personal responsibility for any decision he 
makes. 
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it would probably be expedient to popularize the Life and calling of the peasant 
more extensively. From early childhood=- at home, in kindergarten and in school-- 
the individual should acquire love and respect for the land, for grain and for 

the noble profession of farming. The problem of finding more effective incentives 
is also growing increasingly acute. It ie important that each professional achieve- 
ment and commendable action be recognised and valued. In particular, it ts 
extremely important to honor outstanding individuals and award them the “Veteran of 
Labor" medal. It is regrettable that thie important educative factor is not given 
enough attention in some rayons. The possibility of developing financial incentives 
must aleo be considered. 


The present and future of rural areas gust be an object of concern to all: from 
soviets, planners, designers and builders to the managers and specialists on each 
farm and each peasant. Here the combination of work with beauty are no lees impor- 
tant than the financial side of the matter. All of us are well aware of the many 
remarkable and commendable examples of attractive settlements, well-planned ir Jus- 
trial centers with all of the conventences, highway landscaping that is pleasing to 
the eye, forested recreational areas and lakeshore areas that have been beautified 
by the hand of man. These are evidence of considerable effort on the part of 
deputies, farm manage. . spectaliete and the rurel intelligenteia. Forestry work- 
ere are particularly concerned with the estate of the environment and of recreational 
areas. Nonetheless, much etill remaine to be done to bring these excellent examples 
and positive experience to everyone's attention. Incidentally, the cultural stand- 
ards of everyday life are just as important in the city as in the countryside. The 
cleanliness of yards, streets and public facilities is closely connected with the 
general sanitary habite of the population and with public health. But the most 
elementary sanitary requirements are sometimes violated. There are still many 
animal husbandry facilities and shops without showers or other hygienic facilities. 
We have had to etress the importance of bathhouses over and over. Few have been 
built in recent years, but they do not a1] keep regular hours, they are not all 
accessible to the public, and in some locations their construction is still being 
postponed. I think the time has come to take gore resolute steps so that people 
will pay more attention to personal hygiene and it will become « necessity for 
everyone. The collectives of schoole and preschool establishments have much to do 
in thie area. It te their duty to imetill in each citizen, from early childhood, 
an understanding of prevailing custome, « sense of internal beauty, healthy per- 
sonal habice and skill in physical exercise and eporte The press, television and 
radio must take more purposeful action in thie area. 





[t Is Better To Use Internal Reserves and Esteblieh More Economical Work Habits 


Our important current objectives can be attained primarily through the heightened 
intensification of production, sore productive labor, work of better quality and 
economical] management practices. They are, as it were, the collective foundation 
of our progress. Without this, we will not be able to comply successfully with the 
party's programmed requirements regarding the constant enhancement of public well- 
being. For exemple, let us teke @ look at labor productivity. The problem here 
is that the number of workers is constantly decreasing while half of all ministries 
and departments and almost the same percentage of enterprises and associations did 
not fulfill five-year-plan assignments regarding rates of production development 
and labor productivity augmentation. In fact, productivity at one-fourth of the 
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republic's induatrial enterprises was lower in 1980 than in 1979. Of course, this 
ie primarily due to the alight deceleration of scientific and technical progress. 
But the unsatiefactory organization «f labor and weak diacipline aleo give rise to 
substantial losses. Losses of working time in republic industry ae 4 result of 
unexcused abeences, work stoppages and authorized absences amounted to around 
400,000 workdays in juet the past year. Products worth several tense of millions 
of rubles could have been manufactured in this amount of time. It is quite dia- 
turbing that moet of these losses were due to unexcused absences. 


The Development of the Individual, the Citizen, the Patriot 


There is now more emphasie than ever before on the indoctrinating function of 
soviets of people's deputies. All available meane of cultural indoctrination must 
serve to develop « Marxist-Leninist outlook, 4 communiat attitude toward labor, 4 
good moral and aesthetic sense and personality improvement. This is cogently dis- 
cussed in the decree of the CPSU Central Committee “On the Further Improvement of 
Ideological and Political Indoctrination Work,” in the corresponding document of 
the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium and in the epeeches of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. 


The Lithuanian SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium, republic Council of Ministers, minis- 
tries and departments have aleo alwaye kept these important matters in mind. The 
material base of cultural establishments has been systematically reinforced, the 
forme of this activity have been studied and the experience of leaders in this 
field has been publicized. The Shyaulyay and Klaypeda city soviets and their 
executive committees, permanent commissions and deputies have accumulated a par- 
ticularly impressive amount of new and educative experience in this work. Along 
with party, trade-union and Komeomol organizations, they have purposefully devel- 
oped indoctrination work with the public, working toward the development of the 
social activity, abilities and talente of citizens.

Comprehensive work and concern for the individual, the good of the individual, the 
cultural and epiritual neede of people--all of thie is ultimately rewarded many 
times over by a mature public approach to the affaires of society and the state 

and by patriotic lebor. This also provides tangible evidence of the viability of 
democracy in our multinational state, guaranteeing the successful completion of the 
most complex and crucial taske.

These are people whose egotistical sense of morality is supplemented by their 
narrow outlook. Half of the crimes in the republic are committed by people in a 
atate of intoxication, and they are guilty of four-fifthe of all serious crimes. 
Thie is why indoctrination work must be accompanied by the stricter enforcement of 
lawe directed against hooligane and drunkarde. 


All of this means that soviets must establish stricter control over the observance 
of laws, work more effectively with those who want to live at someone elee's 
expense and who abuse liquor, and create an atmosphere of public intolerance for 
people who prefer the easy life. 





Naturally, a great deal will depend on our organizational potential, on our ability 
to guide labor collectives, rally them and develop their initiative while we are 
simultaneously relying on this initiative. We want specific goals to be set for 
each soviet at each soviet session and each commission meeting. We want their work 
to be conducted creatively, on the basis of collective reason and experience. These 
are the demands we make on ourselves in the republic Supreme Soviet and in the 
Presidium, and this is how all local soviets should work. It is important that eac) 
soviet and each deputy thoroughly develop contacts with the electorate and with 
labor collectives. These contacts are the life-giving source of our wisdom, 
strength and influence. 


Lenin's Communist Party is the rallying point of our constructive work. Its 
leading and guiding role is not secured by some kind of decree. It was won in a 
long and selfless fight for the happiness of working people. Each day and with 
each of ite decisions, the party confirms its ability to head the Soviet society, 
act as ite wise and tireless leader and serve as ite vanguard.

ECONOMIC PROSPECTS FOR REPUBLIC

[Text | Production-cost and profit planning is a part of the development of a compre- 
hensive plan far development of the material production tranches. It is perfarmed far 
purposes of determining the total amount of resources required in the production pro- 
cess, as well as the amount of income to be earned, and is aimed at improving the 
economic effectiveness of production. 


The profit earned by enterprises and arganizations of all tranches of the republic's 
economy during the 10th Five-Year Plan exceeded by 20.3 percent profits earned during 
the 9th Five-Year Plan. Above~plan accumulations amounted to around half a billion 
rubles. It is all the mare disappointing in view of this that a number of ministries 
and departments did not achieve planned profits and permitted the growth rate far 
accumulations to drop. Among the enterprises lagging in rate of growth of accumula- 
tions under the Ministry of Food Industry were the Gulistan 011] Extraction Plant, the 
Tashkent Tobacco Factary, the Samarkand Tea-Packaging Factary, the Yangiyul’ O11 and 
Fat Plant and the Bukhera Baked Goods Combine. Under the Ministry of Construction 
Materials Industry they included the Navoi Cement Plant, the Bekabad Cement Combine, 
the Fergana Glase Container Plant, the “Usbekkrovlya”™ combine and the "Akhangarantse- 
ment” production assotiation. There is serious concern about the fact that certain 
contract construction arganigations not only failed to fulfill the profit plans, but 
actually suffered losses. Far example, a third of the organizations under the Minis- 
try of Construction operated at a loss. 


And now let us take a look at the first months of the new five-year plan. The profit 
plan for the republic as a whole was fulfilled far the first quarter. Profits grew 
by 4.5 percent over the figure far the corresponding period last year, with profits 
from industrial operations growing by 15.2 percent. It should be stated at this point 
that the established assignments are being successfully fulfilled by enterprises and 
organizations under the stry of Power and Electrification, the Ministry of Light 
Industry, Minkhlopkoprom| Ministry of Cotton Cleaning Industry? ] and the Ministry of 
Meat and Dairy Industry.... A total of 11.8 million rubles in above-plan profits was 
earned by 32 ministries and departments. However, 10 of the republic's ministries 
and departments fell shart of the profit plan by 5.3 million rubles. What was the 
cause of this? Why, far example, did many enterprises of the Ministry of Local Indus- 
try fall shart? Increased production costs ate up a considerable amount of the profits. 
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With respect to the practical operations of construction and installation arganiza- 
tions, those under the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources and Goskon- 
vodsatroy| State Committee far the Construction of Water Management Facilities? | have 

the warst performance to their credit. Was it narmal, far example, far collectives 

of the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources to fulfill commercial construc- 
tion assignments by only slightly mare than percent, while exceeding the overall 
construction and installation plan? Far these collectives and those under Goskomvod- 
stroy we must take a close look at the makeup of the uncompleted jobs and take steps 
to accelerate construction and the release of construction projects, This will un- 
questionably help to strengthen their financial situation. 


The 26th CPSU Congress stressed the fact that it is becoming especially impartant in 
our economic development to reduce the amount of materials used in products and to 
make thrifty use of raw materials, fuel, energy, metal, mineral fertilizers, cement 
and other materials. Specific goals have been set far each collective, Far example, 
the following average annual reductions have been set far rates of electric energy 
consumption for the republic (as a percentage of the 1980 figure): 1.4 in 1981, 2.8 
in 1982, 4.2 in 1983, 7.0 in 1984 and 10.0 in 1985. Specific assignments have been 
made in the area of reducing consumption and making mare efficient use of motar vehi- 
cle gasolene, diesel, boiler and furnace fuel. Standards have been set far the con- 
servation of commercial timber far the production of lumber, semi-finished products 
and other items. 


Naturally, the assignments set far the conservation of fuel, raw and processed materi- 
als, labar and financial resources should be regarded as minimal ones. There is a 
lot of room far local initiative, The republic's public review of conservation and 
thrift, which has the approval of the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central Committee, 

is highly impartant in this respect. 


"An attitude of proprietary concern on the part of millions of warkers far the party's 
social and economic plans," Comrade L.I. Brezhnev has stated, "and their concern far 
the affairs of the state reflect the truely democratic nature of the Soviet system.”

PEOPLE *S CONTROL COMMITTEE ON RAIL TRANSPORT PROBLEMS 





Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 27 May 81 p 3 
[Repart: "In the People's Control Committee of the Uzbek SSR--Delays on the Sidings” | 


[Excerpts | During the last five-year plan above-narmal railcar demurrage on sidetracks 
of the Uzbek Metallurgical Combine amounted to 690,000 hours. Last year the average 
demurrage far each car exceeded the narm by 3 hours. From January through March of 
this year cars stood idle 19,300 hours over the narm, far which the milmy fined the 
combine a total of 41,90 rubles. 


Damage to the cars during unloading operations results in a great loss to the state. 
A total of 198 cars were smashed up at the combine last year alone. 


The development of rail transpo.t lags behind that of the combine's basic production 
operation, and vigarous steps are not being taken to eliminate this dispropartion. 
The diesel locomotives are poorly utilized and repaired, track facilities are not 
being improved, and the use of rolling stock is not improving. 


The loading and unloading of care is no« properly arganized in the rail and motar 
transpart production association of y-ortr n Administration far 
Construction on Sovkhozes of Central Asia? | and ite subcontracting arganigations. 

With a narmal demurrage of 6 hours, the cars stand idle as long as 15-20 ar mare hours 
during loading operations. The association ‘4%es not monitar the wark of its sub- 
clients and has no agreements with the majarity of them. Areas around the sidings 
and the loading and unloading areas at these enterprises are frequently cluttered. 
There is no machinery far unloading the cars and no lighting. The unloading of the 
cars ardinarily comes to a halt at night, on days-off and holidays. 


Majar deficiencies have been revealed in the arganizgation of loading operations at 
the commercial office of the Bekabad Railroad Station. The personnel there do not 
work with the clients, do not fine them far above-narmal car demurrage and do not 
deliver the cars in a smooth and arderly manner to the freight recipients. 





The republic people's committee has imposed penalties upon the 1 aders responsible 
for these deficiencies.

[Text] The decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers 
“On Improving the Planning and Strengthening the Effect of the Beonomic Mechanics 
on Increasing the Efficiency of Production and the Quality of Work" focuses a lot 
of attention on questions of controlling @ajor construction. The situation in 
thie most important sector of the economy causes legitimate concern, Chronic non- 
fulfiliment of plane for putting facilities into operation results in 49 excessive 
increase in incomplete production and, consequently, in « mortification of large 
material valuables. 


An enormous quantity of metal, cement and other materiale have been laid in the 
ground and accumulated in uninstalled panels and estructural parte at the sites of 
started and unfinished construction. Thies is especially characteristic for the 
subdivisions of the TuSSR Ministry of Conetruction. Such facte can hardly be con- 
sidered perwissible. 


The reform in major conetructton that fe stipulated by the cecrees of the party 
and government for improvement in the economic gechaniem, and that advances to the 
forefront the indicator for finished commercial producte (in « complex, finished 
facility, output) obliges use to decisively taprove the etyle and gethode of plan- 
ning and controlling production. lmportent taske in thie respect face the 
general contracting organizations, the client departeente and the agencies of 
material and technical supply. 


in the 10th Five-Year Plan, the TuSSR Gosenab taplemented 4 number of ef fective 
measures for complete and emooth supply of the construction sites. For example, 
the collectives of the TuSSR Ministry of Construction switched to 4 new systes of 
supply according to demands, determined by érawings and estimates. Accordingly. 
metal, rolled products, lumber, cement and other materiale are allocated by the 
nomenclature of the national economic plan for each epecific facility. 


We have essentially been required to reconstruct the structural plan of materia! 
and technical supply. The TuSSR Gosenab and its subordinate enterprises have 

created administrations and sections for construction site supply. The Leading 
specialiate of the etate committee are included in the republic commissions and 
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vblast opefational groupe te moniter the course of construction of the start-up 
and eapectally important factiities, that tse, they directly participate in their 
control, Joint meetings of the colleagues of the TuBSR Gosenab, the genera! 
coptracting @inietries and client departments have become the rule, Here the situ= 
ation at epecific conetruction sites is examined and measures are taken to in- 
prove the supply. 


The Gosenad has strengthened control over the use of material resources, It per= 
sistently demande perfection of the syetem of standardiging distribution and 
coneumption of different materiale by the managers, and involvement in the turn- 
over of *>ove-standard and surplus reserves of goods and valuables. This work 

has yielded noticeable results. GShifte toward the better have occurred in the 
supply and completion of 411 the subdivisions of the Minietry of Construction. 
However, we have not yet eucceeded in completely satiefying the demand for resources 
by the major construction in the republic. 


The experience of supplying the builders according to plans and estimates has re- 
vealed 4 number of shortcomings in the activity of both the supply and market ing 
organizations and the builders. The working etyle of the planners is changing 
very slowly. The inetitutes “Turkmengosproyekt,” “Ashgorproyekt,"” and others are 
not providing the reports for the required materials, structural carte and 

items for the cliente as before. Cases of delays in planning-estimate documents 
for the cliente have not been eliminated. 


Not everyone hae learned to be sealous and capable managers. Many house~building 
kombinats permit overconsumption of metal and cement as a consequence of defectst 
metal assortments have been replaced, etc. Checks often result in the detection 
of above-standard reserves of materiale and uninstalled equipment. This occurs at 
a4 time when quite often we have to listen to the claims of the builders that they 
need resources. 


it i¢ true that some of the complaints against the Gosenab are legitimate. Ferrous 
metal rolled products in the assigned assorteent, lumber, paint and varnish 
materiale and some other products etre shipped into the republic with irregularity. 
Vadersupply has an extremely negative effect on the creation of stable irreducible 
reserves of goode and materiale at the TuSSR Goseneb enterprises. Nevertheless, 
despite the difficulties, the Gosenab was able to supply the builders in the 
ijimite of the allocated funds. In this case they took into consideration the 
requirements of the party and government for concentration of resources on the most 
important, definitive sections of aajor work. Special attention was focused on 
factiities of housing, social and cultural services and plants with a high degree 
| constrectton readiness. 


during the concentration of resources at the start-up and most important construc- 
‘fon ettes, we are planning to go forward. The control of scattering materials 
overt Qumerous sites is the true path towards improving the effectiveness of capital 
invest@ents. Another weighty reserve is the strictest conservation of materials 
and reduction in incomplete production. 


For ite part, the TuSSR Gosenab is planning « gradual transition to complete supply 
of all types of materials to the construction sites. This will improve the 

system of supply with timely presentation to the Gosenab enterprises of schedules 
for delivery of raw materials and equipment that are agreed upon by the clients and 























the contractors, Thies work has been started, but it te atill far from completion, 
it ie necessary to develop 4 base of supply, and construct the Gosenab specialized 
enterpriees more quickly and in greater number. The TuSSR Minietry of Construction 
is not offering much help in thie matter, 


Strict accounting and efficient uee of resources te an important task that needs 
to be resolved by joint efforte. 
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CAUTION URGED IN CONSOLIDATING RURAL VILLAGES

i One of the directions of the party rien policy te the 
urther convergence of the materiel, cultural and everyday condi- 
tions of life of the city and the countryside. The work on the 
transformation of villages and towne in conformity with the 
requirements of not only today, but aleo tomorrow occupies a pri- 
mary role in ite solution. 


The predominance under the conditions of Georgia of territory with an irregular 
topography and the limitation of land suitable for agriculture, as well as the non- 
uniformity of settlement dictate the particular urgency of developing alpine re- 
gions, where the process of the depopulation of villages is occurring slowly but 
steadily. The villages of Kheveureti, Mta-Tusheti and others are examples which 
confirm what has been said. In thie connection the development of promising popu- 
lation centere in the system of rural settlement ie acquiring particular importance. 
However, in solving the question of eliminating or retaining emall population cen- 
tere of alpine regions, it is necessary to consider that some of them are connected 
with remote, but valuable lende--pastures ana hayfields, which it is necessary to 
retain. In some inetances tasks, which are connected with the service of tourist 
routes, saeture conservation and so on, should be envisaged. Consequently, some of 
the so-called unpromising villages will have to be preserved, it will have to be 
assured that * @ necessary conditions for survivel of the people are created in 
them. The development of the network of culturel and personal services of the 
population should be provided for here. 


Although all rural inhabitants rationally understand the advantages of life in a 
new village, it is far from simple for them to leave an inhabited place, while it 
is not one of the easy tasks to interest the old resident in leaving his native re- 
gion. To accomplish it, as practice convinces us, it is necessary to create bases 
of the tranefer of the rural population. They should become the first villages of 
the future. A rational list of structures and the concentration of the enterprises 
connected with agricultural production should be determined for each base 











Since each population center takes decades to build, we should have today ite ap- 
proved plan, 4 working model, so to speak, « prototype of the future village in de- 
sign. That te why the drafting of « general plan of each village and a full-scale 
experimental demonetration building site should be the etart of the tranaformation 
of the village. Unfortunately, the workers of local organe etill do not adequately 
underetead all the importance of thie task. Suffice it to say that today in the 
republic only 73 percent of the sovkhoses and 42 percent of the kolkhoses have been 
provided with general plane of this nature. Even such an important initiative as 
the conetruction of experimental eovkhoses and kolkhos settlements does not always 
meet with adequate understanding and eupport. True, to some extent it ie possible 
here to reproach the designers: in the designe of the experimental villages of 
Kolkheti and Zegduleti, which they developed, in reality there ie no experiment -- 
here modern methode of organizing rural population centers are absent and the tech- 
nical and economic comparisons, without which it ie impossible to establish the 
modern social principles of the formation of the village of the new type, have not 
been made. All thie ie not conducive to the boosting of the experiment. But there 
are aleo achievements in the work: they are the experimental demonstration con- 
struction sites of the villages of Medshvriekhevi attached to the Gori Poultry 
Factory, a8 well ae Bieo and several others. 


One of the urgent questions ie the question of the type of rural residence. Sugges- 
tions on a list of types of rural residences, in which apartment houses are included, 
have been drawn up at the Thiliei Zonal Scientific Research and Design Inetitute of 
the Standard and Experimental Designing of Residential and Public Buildings. 


This research was ceaducted on the basis of the etudy of the trend of agricultural 
production and the individual private plot of the rural population, as well as a 
set of other type-forming factors. As a result a typological layout map of the 
feasible distribution of the various types of residences according to the arrange- 
ment pattern on the territory of the Georgian SSR wae drawn up. 


But etill theese are only the firet timid steps. Work should be done in this direc- 
tion as intensively ae possible, since the “hunger” for plans of the villages of 
the future ie already being very keenly felt today. Precisely for this reason the 
need is arising to hold competitions for a factory-made light, inexpensive struc- 
ture, or for a prefabricated etructure of housing elements. It is expedient in 
several regione of Georgia to organize the construction of experimental demonstra- 
tion residences, the building of which involves the least expenditures. 


The real potentiale of the material and technical base of rural construction should 
be the baeis for all the experiments being conducted. The establishment of a demon- 
atration construction center in the countryside would be desirable. 


Let me eay a few words about the designing of rurel public buildings and public 
centers. In the approved list there are about 100 types of rural public buildings 
which are recommended for conetruction. However, under the conditions of Georgia 
thie number ie clearly inadequate: an enormous oumber of standard plans is neces- 
sary in order to cover all the regions, subregions and microregions. Such an 
amount of planning estimates casts doubt on the expedience of designing rural pub- 
lfc building only according to standard plans. Obviously, it is more correct to 
proceed in the direction of the designing of individual projects of rural public 
centere and the use during the construction of standard blocks, elements and stand- 
ard technological elements of public buildings. 
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The designing of villages of the future and their construction today are facing 
epectalieate with many probleme which require tmmediate solution. They are firet of 
all directed to architects, who should arrange their work in closer contact with 
economists and sociologiete. An organizational system of conetruction in the coun- 
tryside should be created, by meane of which it would be possible to solve compre- 
heneively the probleme connected with the conetruction of buildings and etructures 
for both production and housing and civic purposes. In thie respect the extensive 
development of interfarm cooperation and agro-induetrial integration ise revealing 
unlimited possibilities.

UST'-KAMENOGORSK POLLUTION CLEANUP PROGRAM REVIEWED 
Alma Ata KAZAKHSTANSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 12 Jun 81 p 4

[Text] An entire work program for protecting nature, in particular for cleaning 
water and air basins, has been set forth in the Basic Guidelines for the development 
of the USSR which were adopted by the 26th congress. For example, increasing the 
capacity of circulating and repeated water usage systeme and sharply decreasing the 
ejection of harmfu) substances into the environment are contemplated. This is 
especially urgent for Ust'-Kamenogorsk with its developed industry, in particular, 
its light industry. We had already expanded our active work in this direction 
several years ago after the publication in 1978 of the CPSU Central Committee 
decree, "On the Work of the Party, Soviet, and Economic Organizations in the City 
of Ust'-Kamenogorsk To Prevent Pollution of the Environment." The Ust'- Kameno- 
gorekiy party gorkum, the ispolkoms of the city and rayon councils of people's 
deputies, and the collectives of the industrial enterprises have done a lot to 
block the path of production wastes into the atmosphere and water basin. During 
recent years alone, more than 55 million rubles have been invested in the construc- 
tion of environmental safeguard units. Cleansing installations have been construct- 
ed and expanded at the lead and zinc and titanium and manganese combines and at 

the new silk fabric combine. All told, the output of sulphur anhydride at the 
lead and zinc combine increased 2.5-fold during one year and reached several 
thousand tons. This means that tense of thousands of cubic meters of gas containing 
sulphur did not get into the atmosphere but was processed. An environmental pro- 
tection section has been formed here just as at the titanium and manganese combine. 


Because of the increase in TETS capacity, we have managed to close ten boiler stacks 
which literally smoked the sky since they did not have any caching devices. The 
replacement of coal by fuel oil, which emite very little — almost harmless--<gas 
when burning, is having a great effect. New cleansing devices on the Vostokmashza- 
vod, the "Kaztyazhpromarmatur", the condensation plant, the meat combine, the 
repair and engineering plant, and several motor industry establishments in the city 
are detaining a great deal of exhausts. All this has permitted the dust content 

of che air to be reduced by almost one-fourth in comparison with 1975; oxides of 
carbon -- by more than six-fold; sulphur anhydride-—— by 1.5-fold; chlorine-- by 
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LO-fold; and lead — by eight percent, The volume of circulating water supply has 
been noticeably increased, The discharge of metal-bearing solutions and oil 
products into the Irtysh has been lessened several-fold. 


However, the results achieved still do not satisfy us. There is still quite a bit 
of dust and gasses in the city's air basin, Industrial run-offs frequently get 

to the Irtysh and the Ul'ba without any cleaning. The lead and zinc and alcohol 
and vodka combines, the machine building and condensation plants, the enterprises 
of the "Vostokkazsel'stroy-24" Trust, the locomotive depot, and other enterprises 
are still polluting the environment. There are also scandalous matters. For 
example, right within the city's boundaries the construction mechanization direct- 
orate of the "Vostokstroymekhanizatskiya" Trust is discharging water containing 

oil products greater than the medical norm into the Irtysh,. 


Such a situation forces the city and rayon councils of people's deputies to 

keep questions concerning the health protection of the water aad air basins cont in- 
uously at the center of their attention, These questions are frequently discussed 
during the sessiono and meetings of the ispolkome, and in the permanent commissions 
of the Councils on Ervironmental Protection. Last year, the administrative comm- 
issions of the Oktyabr'skiy and Ul'binskiy rayispolkoms, the Verkhne-Irtyshskaya 
basin inspectorate, and the city's medical epidemiological station thoroughly 
checked the condition of the cleaning devices and the observance of the rules 

for the organization of public services and amenities and sanitation at the city's 
enterprises and coustruction projects. It was necessary to fine several directors 
who were not concerned about cleanliness and order at a factory and the health pro- 
tection of the air and water basins. The director of the "Vostokkazsel'stroy-24" 
Trust, G. Shneyder; the chief of the mobile mechanized column of oblast agricul- 
tural equipment, T. Kivest; the chief of the railroad car depot at Zashchita 
Station, L. Gusev; the chief engineer of the "Oblmezhkolkhozstroy" reinforced 
concrete product plant, Yu. Dmitriyev; the chief of the sulphuric acid shop 
section of the lead and zinc combine, A. Zinov'yev; and others were among those 
fined. 


In March of this year, the city soviet's ispolkom examined the question of the 
state of accounting for, saving, and repeated use of water in production and the 
cleaning of industrial discharges. During the inspection, the deputies determined 
that some industrial enterprises were discharging sewerage into the Irtysh basin 
without the appropriate cleaning. Thousands of cubic meters of water containing 
oil products, lead, zinc, copper, and other metals were getting into the Ul'ba 
from the lead and zinc combine each day. 


Circulating water supply units are being built slowly in the titanium and manganese 
combine where only one-quarter of the resources have been assimilated; in the 
Vostokmashzavod only one-tenth of the appropriations have been used. These 
installations belong to light industry enterprises and should have become opera- 
tional last year. In the republic's Ministry of Agriculture, they well know that 
the "Vostokkazsel 'stroy-24" Trust, headed by G. Shneyder, is grossly violating the 
Kazakh SSR Water Code and is systematically polluting the Irtysh with oil products 
and other toxic ingredients. 
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The territory of the wood fiber board plant is in an unsanitary condition, The 
plant's sewerage, containing toxic substances, is being discharged onto a large 
land area and is contaminating the environment. During the past year, the city's 
enterprises built an eight-kilometer sewer from the northern industrial center to 
the cleaning buildings on the left bank of the Irtysh using the shared principle. 
However, enterprises of the republic's Ministry of Construction of Heavy Industry 
Enterprises and the Ministries of the Food and Timber and Wood Processing Indust- 
ries and of Motor Transport have not connected to this conduit because of the 

lack of resources and continue to discharge dirty wastes into the river. Mean- 
while, the giant conduit's pump station is rated at 78,000 cubic meters of discharge 
a day, and if this is not filled, the expensive equipment will be put out of opera- 
tion. 


The republic's Ministry of Nonferrous Metallurgy is allocating few resources to 
the construction of gas and water cleansing devices. For example, the installa- 
tion for the torch fusing of metale and integrated use of production wastes at 

the lead and zinc combine costs more than 22 million rubles and should have become 
operational last yeay. However, less than three million rubles were allocated to 
its construction. With these allocations, the fuel spray furnace will be under 
construction for a long time. 


In the CPSU Central Committee's decree on Ust/Kamenogorsk, special attention is 
being paid to the need to organize the city's public services and amenities and 

the planting of greenery and the creation of new parks and public gardens. Based 
on the reports of the "Zelenstroy" Directorate, hundreds of thousands of trees 

and bushes have been planted in the city and more than 400,000 square meters of 
lawn have been seeded with grass during the last five years. However, the majority 
of the seedlings have died because of poor care. The deputies are now taking 

stock of each square meter of planting. It is within our ability to decrease and 
increase the green tracts in the city. 


As was pointed out during the 26th CPSU Congress, the protection of the environ- 
ment is acquiring special importance today and deserves the most intense attention 
and a scientific approach. 


The city on the Irtysh must be clean and a model. The people's deputies and all 
the inhabitants of Ust!Kamenogorsk have assigned themselves thie task. 
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UZBEKS PUBLISH FIRST EXPLANATORY DICTIONARY

[Text] Tashkent TASS--In Usbekistan they say “khashar" when neighbors help build 

a house. And the rebirth of Tashkent, which was rebuilt after the earthquake with 
the assistance of the fraternal republics, was called an all-Union “khashar". Old 
and new meanings of this word were described on one of the pages of the recently 

published “Explanatory Dictionary of the Uzbek Language” -- the first in the his- 

tory of the Uzbek peopie. 


This dictionary is of itself an element of Uzbek history; it reflects the wealth 
of the contemporary Uzbek language and the nature of its development. 


Among the folk expressions one can find the following: “The word is brighter than 
a diamond". Indeed: what diamond-cutter is capable of competing with a great 
master -- a people who carve newer and newer facets into the meaning of words. 
These facets can be calculated: in the Institute of Language and Literature of 
the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences 2, 123,645 file cards, which contain the various 
meanings of words, their nuances, and intonations, are now being filed away and 
stored. For some words a dozen cards were sufficient, others required thousands 
of cards. 


The @llection and filing of these words took several decades. And work is still 
continuing on it: before me on the teble there were piles of cards with new 
words and new neanings of old words. They were extracted from literary works, 
political documents, scientific trects, newspapers and journals, and living 
speech. 


Along with words bequeathed to us by Biruni, ibn-Sino, Alisher Navoi, and Ulugbek 
and words created by contemporary Uzbek poets, scholars, publicists, and workers, 
there are words from the Russian language and the languages of the other fraternal 
republics. They have become an organic part of the Uzbek language, and only their 
etymological notations with which the dictionary is equipped remind us of their 
origin. A curious peculiarity is that many cf the loan-words can be found together 
with indigenous words in proverbs idioms, and pithy phrases -- there are 18,000 

of these folk sayinas in the pages of the dictionary. 








The Explanatery Dietlonary of the Usbek Language ia the first such publication in 
boviet Turkelegy. And in connection with the publication of this work | would 
one@e again like te bring attention to the word “Khashar”. tinvaluable, systematic 
and ecientifie aid wae given to the Usbek philologiete by their @lieagues in 
allied ingtitutions throughout the country. The publishing house “Rusekiy yaayk” 
took won iteelf a considerable portion of the work entailed in the publication 
of thie Usbek dictionary. Moscow workere of the printing trade of the Firet Model 
Printing Howse imeni A. A. Bidanov and Leningrad workers of the Tekhniqheskaya 
Kniga Association compiled and printed two commemorative volumes. They bound the 
volumes in an elegant, purple binding with an Usbek ornament in the corner. This 
ie yet another nuance of the word “Whashar”, not yet recorded in the dictionary 
itself,

From time immemorial, plowingse have been organized in our villages. Today, the 
resulte of the epring sowing are now being summed up, and progressive kolkhos and 
sovkhor workers are being honored.

Socialiet ceremonies are opening up large opportunities to pay honor to progressive 
personnel and innovatore in production, to thoee who lead the broad masses of 
competitors. Variovue gatherings and meetings of veterans of the first five-year 
plane with youth, evenings of work glory — #11 thie is « good occasion to say 4 
kind word about those who work selflessly in plant shops,on construction projects, 
in the fields, and on the farme of economy. Party and trade union organizations 
make widespread use of these festivale to indoctrinate people in the spirit of the 
best traditions of production collectives. 


The effect of these measures is great. It is possible to judge this even from the 
following frequent episode in party work practices. The chairman of one of the 
llishevekiy Rayon kolkhozes once told me: “I received a telegram one time. They 
suggested I come to the party raykom — but not alone, with my wife. At first, 
the communication caused us to prick up our ears. Seemingly, there was no reason 
for the @ummone of both of us. We arrived at the designated time and dropped in 
on Firet Secretary Rakimanov. Things were « complete surprise in hie office: A 
samovar boiled on «a table; cups end light refreshments vere set out. A meet ing, 
devoted -- you underetand — to my 50th anniversary, wae convened in this 
unueuel eituation. I had received gore than one award-- and, I quet confess 
punietments — in thie office; however, thie had never happened before — that 
they honored use here. It will remain in ay memory for ay entire life." 





The raykom coneidered it necessary to express ite kind respects to the kolkhoz 
leader-- and ic did this correctly. Would that there were more of thie creative 
initiative in all links of party work and sanagement. 


The indoctrinational significance of Soviet rites is in the integral combini ng 
of a tumane attitude toward the individual and a concern for him with demand ingness 
and exactingness toward hie performance of civil duties. 


All thie work takes place under the direction of party organizations. Commissions 
on ceremonies, whose chairmen have undergone training in the courses for improv ing 
the leading workers’ qualifications which are attached to the CPSU obkom, have 
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been created in the cultural eectione of the locel council ispolkome. Inetruct ion~- 
al methods literature ie being published on thie subject. The publication of 
books devoted to oral folk art and decorative art and of repertoire collections of 
folk songe, twee provided significant help in restoring useful ceremonies.

We are not simply talking about good organizers with well-developed taste — 

thie te in iteelf extremely important — but about people capable of assuming the 
role of a festival producer who thoroughly understands the meaning and purpose of 
ceremonial measures. We are conducting various seminars and conferences dur ing 
which we try to train cultural enlightenment workers for this. VUZ departments of 
public occupations are also helping us. However, the work ecill has an inc ident~- 
al nature. The need has become pressing to prepare these specialists on « broad 
scale and to publish training manuale which eummarize the experience of civic 
cer@monies. 


The new ceremonies permit the best traditions of the Soviet country's peoples to 
be passed from genwration to generation in a symbolic picturesque and emotional 
form. They have become an inseparable part of the Soviet wav of life whose shining 
facete — ae Comrade L. 1. Breshnev has pointed out — are “the atmosphere of 
genuine collectiviem and comradeship, the solidarity and the friendship of all 
the country's nations and peoples who are strengthening their moral health from 
day to day. Thies is making use strong and steadfast... ." 
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
